In submitting their report upon the progress of their work 
from February 1, 1894, to date, the Board of Survey have 
continued the method used in former years, of presenting a 
separate statement in detail of what has been accomplished 
within the areas shown upon each of the large plans used at 
their preliminary hearings. These preliminary hearings are 
given under the requirements of the statute, to inform citizens 
of the intention of the Board to take up the consideration 
of their territory, and to obtain from them such information 
upon the subject as an examination of the ground and a study 
of the localities might not discover. 

From this course the residents of diflferent parts of the city 
have become familiar with the Board's distribution of its 
work in plats, and can turn at once to the detailed state- 
ments under each that follow, for knowledge of what has been 
done during the year in the vicinities of interest to indi- 
vidual or groups of owners. 

At the end of the different statements appears a summary 
of all the work accomplished in the various sections. 

With each division or plat upon which the Board is at 
work is inserted a plan showing the entire treatment it has 
received to the present time. There is also shown at the 
end of the statement concerning Plan 3, a reproduction, at 
half scale, of two plans of a part of that territory as finished 
by the Board for filing with the City Surveyor. Accompany- 
ing them is a contour plan, showing elevations at every 
ten feet, of a locality partly covered by one of these plans.

The appended plan shows the projection of new streets, 
etc., and the location of sections of which plans have been 
filed.

This territorv has received considerable attention from the 
Board during the year. Several suggested public improve- 
ments, and the prospect of the immediate development of 
vacant lands in certain localities, called for prompt action in 
the establishment of street lines and grades. A large num- 
ber of plans covering a part of these improvements have 
been made and filed. 

The natural features of one section treated, lying between 
Commonwealth and Chestnut Hill avenues, possess such a 
degree of ruggedness, that it was at first found difficult to 
satisfactorily transform it into one of marketable villa sites. 
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With proper treatment, however, and the advantage of such 
attractive surroundings, it was seen that it would offer ex- 
cellent inducements for the location of such dwellings as 
will be in keeping with the neighborhood adjacent to Brook- 
line, on the opposite side of Commonwealth avenue, and a 
system has been devised- for the locality which is feasible 
and practicable, as well as satisfactory to all concerned. 

During the year extensive improvements have been pro- 
jected in the territory immediately surrounding the Reservoir 
grounds. 

Commonwealth avenue, from its terminus at the entrance 
to the grounds of the Reservoir, has been extended at a 
width of one hundred and twenty feet through the gateway 
and over a portion of the grounds of the Reservoir and 
private estates and South street, to a connection at the 
boundary line with the proposed boulevard in the City of 
Newton. 

Beacon street, being quite an important thoroughfare to 
Newton, and its present width being inadequate for the 
probable future demands upon it, the Board have deemed it 
advisable to widen and straighten it where it passes through 
the grounds of the Reservoir. 

An entirely new street, eighty feet wide, has been pro- 
jected in a straight line from the circle at Chestnut Hill 
avenue to intersect Beacon street, at a point nearly opposite 
the pumping-station, thence continuing, with a widening to 
eighty feet, along the old street to the Newton boundary 
line. 

Beyond the pumping-station there is only a narrow strip 
of land between the westerly line of Beacon street and the 
Reservoir basin, and, if that space sufficed for the widening, 
the location of the Boston Water Works aqueduct beneath 
it would prohibit any encroachment in that direction. 

The widening, if any is to be made, must be on the other 
side of the street, which for almost the entire remaining dis- 
tance in Boston coincides with the boundary line of the City 
of Newton, where the City of Boston cannot widen. 

Under these conditions the Board deemed it expedient to 
continue the widening beyond the pumping-station on the 
easterly side of the street, until it intersects the Newton 
boundary line. The remainder, if ever made, must be by 
the adjoining City, or through permission obtained of the 
Legislature to change the boundary line, to enable the City 
of Boston to continue the improvement. 

The Board propose to make Chestnut Hill avenue eighty 
feet wide for its entire length. 

The necessity of widening Brighton avenue has been

a width of one hundred feet from Commonwealth avenue to 
Union square.

One preliminary hearing upon the whole territory, and 
three second hearings upon sections in detail, have been 
given on this plan. . 

A large amount of work has been done here, considerably 
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more than one-half of the entire district having been treated 
by the Board. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission havinor also located 
the large park known as the Stony Brook Reservation in 
the territory, with a parkway to connect it with the Arnold 
Arboretum, this section of West Koxbury will be at once 
available for agreeable places of residence. 

Immediately adjoining the above-mentioned parkway, on 
either side, to Beech street, and La Grange street, lies a sec- 
tion which to a large extent has been developed by private 
interests. 

The Board have found it extremely difficult to adjust the 
system properly, and supply the missing and necessary 
streets. The interests of all, rather than that of a few, had 
to be borne in mind in settling the matter, which, in the 
opinion of the Board, has been done in a satisfactory manner. 

Washington street has been made one hundred feet wide 
for the entire length of the plan. 

Centre street has been made eighty feet wide, as has also 
Spring street, a not less important thoroughfare to Dedham. 
La Grange street has been made eighty feet wide from the 
railroad to Washington street. 

It was the intention of the Board to extend this street, at 
this width, to the boundary line, with a view of joining with 
the town of Hyde Park, in the location of a much-needed 
thoroughfare to that place. The location, in the meantime, 
of the Stony Brook Reservation, between these points, left 
the Board without power to continue the street beyond its 
present terminus. 

With the same object in view, a thoroughfare to Hyde 
Park, Baker street, has been widened to eighty feet and 
extended, at that width, by very easy grades to Washington 
street ; from there, if no serious obstacle appears, it will be 
continued to the boundary line. 

In connection with the regular work of the Board in this 
territory, a large amount of work was done in the final 
location of a portion of the West Roxbury Parkway, for the 
Metropolitan Park Commissioners, and computations were 
made for its boundaries and takings.

This district, consisting of about 2,224 acres, is bounded, 
approximately, by Morton street, Forest Hills street, 
Williams street, Carolina avenue. South street, Eliot street. 
Pond street. Prince street, the town of Brookline to near the 
junction of Tremont and Heath streets, thence by a straight 
line to a point near the corner of Gore and Terrace streets, 
thence by another straight line to a point near the corner of 
Cedar and Pynchon streets, thence by Cedar, Washington, 
Dale, Warren, and Woodbine streets and Blue Hill avenue. 

Within this territory are included the whole of Franklin 
Park, Arnold Arboretum, Jamaica Park, and the way con- 
necting same with the Muddy River Improvement, features 
which add materially to the attractions of the locality and 
its desirability as a place of residence. 

Of all districts which have been under consideration by 
the Board, this one is the most compactly settled, notably 
so at Eoxbury and immediately about Jamaica Plain. There 
are, however, still left undeveloped several large tracts of 
land, to which the Board intend to give their immediate at- 
tention. 

The district is comparatively well provided with thorough- 
fares. Blue Hill avenue, lying upon the extreme easterly 
boundary, will, when constructed, also add much to the 
attractiveness of the district. While this section is fairly 
well supplied with thoroughfares, they generally traverse it 
longitudinally, from the city outward. 

It seems to be the universal opinion of the residents and 
owners of land in Dorchester and Roxbury, that a new, 
broad, and direct thoroughfare is needed to connect the two 
wards, the means of communication between them being in- 
direct and inadequate even at the present time, and certainly 
insufficient for the future. In view of this, a new street has 
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been projected to meet these demands as far as possible. 
Quiney and Townsend streets, lying in the very centre of 
the district, will be used as far as possible and widened to 
sixty feet. Townsend street will be extended across and 
beyond Washington street and Columbus avenue, connect- 
ing with Centre street, at Hog bridge. Surveys are in 
progress of sections in detail along the line of this improve- 
ment, and a hearing will be given on them soon.

This territory is bounded approximately by Cottage street. 
Pond street. Crescent avenue, Dorchester bay. Park street. 
Harvard street and Blue Hill avenue, and contains about 
1,935 acres. This is the latest plan upon which the Board 
have given a preliminary hearing. 

Since the beginning of the work, fourteen hearings have 
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been given on these plans, covering an area of about 20,621 
acres. These hearings have been confined, almost entirely, 
to the suburban districts, and have been held as required by 
statute for the purpose of obtaining the opinions of th^ resi- 
dents and owners of real estate immediately interested, in 
regard to the location and widths of streets. Information 
received at these hearings has been of much assistance to 
the Board in their work. 

The territory covered by Plan 14 is quite thickly settled, 
almost entirely with dwellings, there being little if any busi- 
ness carried on in it. It consequently will have to be treated 
as a place for residence. Although comparatively well sup- 
plied with streets, they are generally of insuflScient width for 
future use. 

One great main thoroughfare. Blue Hill avenue, lies on 
the western boundary of this territory, and directly oppo- 
site, almost at the extreme eastern limit, is Dorchester 
avenue, which passes through it in almost a straight line 
from the centre of the city, at Post OflSce square ; while 
Dudley, Stoughton, Columbia, Hancock, Bowdoin, and 
Washington streets intersect it. 

The new cross-town thoroughfare, mentioned under Plan 
13, enters this territory by way of Quincy street, which will 
be widened to sixty feet as far as Meeting-House Hill, and 
then will be continued by way of Adams street to and beyond 
Field's Corner. 

Columbia and Boston streets traverse this district diag- 
onally from Franklin Park to Edward Everett square, con- 
necting here with the Strandway leading to the Marine 
Park. These two streets, forming a part in the chain of 
parks, will be much used, and should be liberally widened.
